TO ABOLISH THE BUCKET SHOP. 
The district I aspire to represent in 
the state senate is pre-eminently an 
agricultural section. 
Its prosperity is 
dependent upon the market price of 
cotton, corn, and like products. Those 
prices which should be governed by the 
natural law of supply and demand, 
have, to a deplorable extent in the 
past, been influenced by the market J 
gambler, by him who does not buy, but 
bets. The honest producer has been the 
sufferer. 
This pernicious speculation 
and manipulation of the markets per­ 
meates our state in the form of so­ 
called bucket shops. Recently Georgia 
passed a salutary law prohibiting such 
enterprises. Texas has followed suit. 
Oklahoma should do likewise. 
If elected your senator I will urge a 
law making it a crime, any transaction 
wherein products are contracted for 
and wherein the actual spot delivery of 
same is neither made nor actually con­ 
templated. 


GOOD ROADS. 
Of supreme importance to the people 
is a good system of public highways. 
Two years ago, I assisted in the organi 
zation of the territorial good roads as­ 
sociation, auxiliary to 
the national 
body which is supported through con­ 
gressional appropriation. On account 
of territorial conditions and the dis- 


shall continuo to labor in his behalf 
until ho is elected by tho legislature to 
the national senate. 


PURCHASE COAL LANDS. 
I believe I was tho first man to ad 
vocate in the Indian Territory, through 
tho press, purchase of tho segregated 
coal and asphalt lands for a perma­ 
nent school fund for the proposed state 
of Oklahoma. The idea was originally 
given me by the Honorable VV. H. 
L. Campbell of Alia 
At the earliest 
practical and possible time, I tavor the 
purchase by the state of 
lands to further endow the 
school fund of the state. 


SC HOOL YUN HS. 
The people through the state legisla­ 
ture must determine what disposition 
shall be made of the 3,OOO,OOO acres of 
school lands. Through these lands are 
the hopes and ambitions of the people 
for their children. The constitution au­ 
thorizes the legislature to sell these 
lands. Ten thousand persistent citizens 
who occupy these lands are clamoring 
for their sale and that they be the 
favored purchaseers at a minimum 
price. The most patriotic devotion to 
the interet of the children of the stet* 
and the most practical, unswerving 
business judgment should characterize 
the legislators in dealing with this j 
sacred trust. 
I favor retaining for the school child­ 
ren of

sections sixteen, 
thirty-six and thirteen,

AUTOS DAMAGE THE ROADS. 


Injury Already Done in Massachusetts 
Estimated at $50,000. 


“It is hard to say what will be the 
ultim ate damage to the roads,” said a 
member of the M assachusetts commis­ 
sion to a representative of the Boston I 
Globe; "hut it has recently been e s t!-1 
mated by the board that $r>0.000 dam- > 
ase has been done already by autos, j 
This is small in proportion to the j 
cost of the roads, but unless som e new :
